The Honeywell Project Workshop 
dicussed the Project's plans for 
the coming year and brought out 
some ideas for doing it. Generale 
ly, the thoughts focused on Honey- 
vell"s irresponsibility to this 
community shoun by its failure to 
reconvert its vasteful and immoral 
veapons proğuction to produce things 
to fulfill the needs of our commun- 
ity. Anyone who lives in the Twin 
Cities can see through the rising 
haze and jammed freeways the need 
for a non-polluting mass transit 
system. With over 10,000 hones 
destroyed in the last 10 years and 
replaced by too few pasteboard and 
plastic apartment buildings, people 
are asking why our public funded 
moon shot technology can't provide 
us with decent low-cost housing. 

Honeywell's technology could 
be used to fulfill these needs. 
Instead, when the war business 
fluctuates, the company lays off

fendants checked at the Federal 
Marshalls office every day as a 
condition for bail release. He's 

a former legislator with great pol- 
itical ambitions. A quick, weakly 
opposed conviction would brighten 
his future tremendously. 

Judge Edward Devitt, the 
chief pig, is more than happy 
to olbige in his tactics. He is 
a smart Julius Hoffman, contribut- 
ing as much to the prosecution as 
Renner himself, but at the same 
time very careful to do it “by the 
book" without reversible error. 
Last week, he gave his six defend- 
ants seven days to file the same 
motions for which Judge Neville had 
given earlier the other two defend- 
ants sixty days. By this Monday, 
the end of the seven days, someone 
apparently had reminded him that 
the mininmum time for pretrial 
motions in federal court is 10 days 
from the day a plea is entered. 

Pleas were entered this Monday, 
and when attorney Ken Tilsen again 
asked for 60 days, Devitt decided 
to be generous, and gave the de- 
fendants 14 days to get their shit 


Fascism, the dictionary tells us, is 
a government characterized by “severe 
social regimentation and forcible sup- 
pression of opposition.” 

Few institutions in this society fit 
this description better than Judge 
Edward Devitt's courtroom. At Mon- 
day's arraignment of six members of 
the Minnesota 8 here were as many 
as 20 federal pigs regulating and 
watching the spectators. 

In Devitt's courtroom doors are 
locked at 9 am for this case; in- 
attentive sitting positions, such 
as sloughing, are forbidden; hall- 
way conversations are closely 11s- 
tened to; some people are followed 
into the bathroom; most people (& 
all freaks) are checked as they 
enter the building; and all are 
photographed as they leave the 
building in which the hearings take 
place. 

These guys aren't the stereotype, 
high school educated run-of-the-mill 
cops on the street. ` 

They're the coat-and-tie, college- 
degreed, intelligent agents respon- 
sible for such humanitarian nice- 
ties as "Bail should have been 
raised to $75,000" and "I don't

Worse than the marshalls (but 
worse only ause of his greater 
power) is the Nixon-appointed Fed- 
eral D.A., Robert Renner, who is 
prosecuting the case himself. 

Renner fought an affadavit of 
prejudice seeking to disqualify the 
judge because of personal bias; it 
was an almost unheard-of action in 
the history of such motions.

When pleas were entered Chuck Tur- 
chick refused to say guilty or not 
guilty. Instead, he gave @ rap as 
to the reasons for his refusal. 

Chuck stated that the entering 
of a plea would be lending tacit 
endorsement to the judge-defendant 
roles imposed by the court and that 
he, Chuck, could not endorse any 
but a human-human relationship. 

Chuck also apologized for standing 
for Devitt's entrance and exit. 
Chuck explained that his standing 
was caused by fear, rather than by 
respect, and that such circumstances 
were sorry indeed (check back on 
the definition of fascism). 

Devitt's response was one of sto- 
lid hostility. He listened to the 
rap apathetically and then asked 
that other such raps be kept short. 

A few minutes later he told the 
spectators that anyone who made a 
sound would be forcibly ejected by 
the marshalls.

The next arraignment before Dev- 
itt is Monday, October 26. Motions 
ofconsolidation,and possibly others 
will be entered at that time, but 
the defense isn't expecting any im- 
provement in Devitt by then.

Devitt, Renner and the Federal 
marshalls and agents are all on 
power trips, and all use their power 
at every opportunity to fuck over 
the "8" and their supporters.

They 
fear what the Minnesota 8 stand for 
and even more, they fear the support 
for the '8' that is latent in this 
communi ty. 


They want to intimidate and/or 
head off any mobilization of this 
support. They know probably better 
than many movement people that the 
real jury for the Minnesota 8 will 
is in the streets, not in the jury

If they are successful in their 
suppression of defense support, the 
"8" will be in jail before the end 
of the year.

The sand, they said, 
vas heroin, the cooking herb methe- 
rine. Both were surrounded by piles 
of incriminating paraphernalia--match- 
books, rolling papers and pipes. 

Similar propaganda was carried by 
radio stations and newspapers. 

A few days after that the lab re- 
port came back, baring the facts 
about the brothers’ "stash". Bail 
was lowered to a still-outrageous 
$1500. 

They're both out on bail now; Fred 
has hired a lawyer, Pat was assigned 
a public defender who only talks 
about "deals" and says that if his 
client is found guilty and gets pro- 
bation he may end up in jail anyway 
for not reimbursing the public de- 
fense fund $1,000-$1800.

MILWAUKEE, Wise, (LNS) -- Milwaukee has joined 
the list of cities which have killed, incarcerated 
or üriven underground their young, revolutionary 
black leadership. Jesse White, 20, and Booker Col- 
lins, 22, founding members of the local branch of 
the National Committee to Combat Fascism (NCCF — 
the organizing arm of the Black Panther Party in 
the area — have been sentenced to up to 30 years 
in jail on charges of attempted murder. 


The cop they supposedly attempted to murder 
vas completely uninjured and was the only witness 
to the erime.” According to the police, three 
young Panthers fired at the cop from a Volkswagon, 
missing him by several feet, and were picked up 
minutes later. 


Jesse and Booker, along with Earl Leverette, 


"vere originally known as the Milwaukee 3. Earl, out 


on tail, disappeared after the first day of the | 
trial — a frantic police end FBI search has failed 


to find him, 


The NCCF chapter vas comparatively young and 
had been started after the local Panther branch was 
dissolved, Milwaukee police, hoping to squash NCCF 
before it gained momentum, picked out three who 
were fundamental in getting the chapter started. 


The trial vas railroaded through in order to 
finish it before Spiro Agnew came to town, when 
some anti-Aznev, pro-Milvaukee 3 demonstrations 
vere scheduled to come off. Before and during the 
trial, the establishment press worked hand and 


glove with the prosecution, printing a sensational 
series on the Panthers, calling them cop-killers 
and extensively quoting J. Edgar Hoover. 

The trial was held in a tiny courtroom filled 
with cops, with almost no room for spectators, half 
the seats, reserved for reporters, were either 
empty or filledwwith police agents. The defense 
decided to let the weakness of the prosecution's 
case speak for itself, and brought in no witnessés 
of their own. 

As the jury went out to deliberate, an under- 
coveğ cop cheerfully stated: "One half hour from 
now,Pow! youre guilty! 

He was right. The jury came in with a guilty 
verdict, and the judge sent the two Panthers away, 
and off the streets, for up to 30 years. 
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It is the fall of 1970 and it is the time 
of the FALL of Youth Culture, for iS .. 

st two years it has grown to maturity 
bad finaliy to a stodgy old age. The Wood- 
stock Nation is unable to adapt itself to 
the struggles of the 1970s and it is time 
for it to take a back seat to its legitimate 
progeny -- Revolutionary Culture, which 
alone can meet and face the struggles and 
problems of the 70s. 


Youth Culture has never been the peer 
culture it was supposed to be; but rather 
was a curious mixture of many forces in 
American society. İt is the hippie with his 
love power, mixed with the politics of the 
civil rights movement and the anti-war 
movement, It has its roots in non-violent 
Protest, now growing oldand disillusioned, 
struggling with concepts of revolutionary 
violence it can hardly understand, much 
Jess put into use effectively. And that is 


not too big a contradiction to ask a rather 
limited philosophy to makel, It has been a 
home for the alienated young run away and 
for the disillusioned Vietnam veteran. Itis 
the final haven for the middle class student 
"to hide in, happy in a stoned awareness of 
cosmic power, secure from the unpleasant 
realities of an ugly world, that is inhabited 
by just as disillusioned and more frustrat- 
ed parents. 
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It is lacking in that it has failedto instill 
a sense of self discipline and internal re- 
sponsibility for external pressures. Its’ 
rhetoric of freedom is most often an excuse 
and rational for fucking over ones’ brothers 
and sisters, 


Our urban youth communities have ne- 
ver been the paradises we told ourselves, 
and no amount of dope turns a shithole 
into anything else but more of a shithole; 
nor has the possibility existed objectively, 
no matter how hard-and valiantly we have 
struggled to turn them into paradises. 


Youth Culture is a lacking philosophy, 
and those lacks become apparent in the 
last year; in mass street actions, from 
Madison to Santa Barbara, that we now 
recognize as mostly pointless (except that 
we are now “blooded,” but at what cost 
was this act of self-indulgence?), in bad 
drug scenes and the rapid expansion and 
misue of all drugs, from grass tosmack; 
in rip-off rock festivals and rip-off rock, 
“heroes” and in all the exploitative rip 
off aspects of commercial youth culture 
we have been powerless to stop or control 
AT ALL, And in rip offs of brothers and 
sisters by those we thought were brothers 
and sisters. 


It is the culture of Yipple -- the macho 
dope freak acid, superman who single- 
handedly will bring the revolution. It is 
“‘revolutionforthehellofit,"* don’t do any- 
thing that isn’t fun. And unfortunately, this 
means for most youth culture inhabitants 


do nothing by blow dope and fuck. 


It is a male chauvinist culture, in which 
women whether they are fifteen year old 
runaways or older are exploited in the 
same old ways they were in the old so- 
ciety; in which macho substitutes for a 
true understanding of a commitment to 
revolutionary violence. 


It has been lacking in being unable to 
give us the motivation to deal with ser- 
ious internal problems, specifically fuck- 
ed up people in our communities, bad 
dope, and rip offs. It has proved lacking 
in that, in its excesses, it has cut many 
of us off from other struggles and has 
Jed to our increased isolation, IT IS THE 
ISOLATION WHICH AT THIS POINT IS 
THE MOST SERIOUS PROBLEM AFFECT- 
ING THE YOUTH CULTURE AND MUST 
BE OVERCOME IF WE ARE TO SUR- 
VIVE. 


So it is time to sign the death warrent 
for Youth Culture, for its counter-revo- 
lutionary tendences are integral parts of

And once they begin? You bet. 
They sure have a big start in Richie 
Furey and Jim Messina, both former 
mmbers of the heralded and much- 
missed Buffalo Springfield. 

(Did you know that over the course 
of the three Springfield albums 
Furey sang lead more often than 
either Steve Stills or Neil Young? 
And Messina, though he produced the 
whole last Springfield album, only 
had one song, but that was the prized 
"Carefree Country Boy") 

Like the Springfield, Poco's 
strength lies öven more in their 
harmonies than in their guitars. 
Indeed, drummer George Granthuny 
and bassist Tim Shmidt fit so well 


with Furey that neither Messina 
nor Rusty Young sing at all anymor 

Young, by the vay, was misidenti- 
fied in the April 24th Hundred 
Flovers as Neil"s brother. He sure 
looks like somebody's little brother. 
A very notable pedal steel guitarist. 

The Poco spirit--energetically 
kind, sweet, humble, and united-- 
doesn't come at all from the gut 
but it is so enthusiastically offer- 
ed and overflowing that they simply 
lay it at our feet. And, singing 
pretty-as-a-picture three-part tenor 
harmonies is as soulful as a country 
boy can get. 

Sunday at the early show that's 
how they finished it. After going 
through a lot of changes in their 
set, from electric lead to acoustic 
to dobro, and from country rock to 
purer country, they finally got it 
on for the young audience, and 
in so doing really put psychedelic 
music into its proper perspective. 
None of that screaming bullshit. 
Just good and controlled distortions 


and loud and euphoric guitar and 
dobro licks. 

And it's significant when it comes 
from the dobro, No doubt the most 
far-out sound I've heard from any 
distinctly country instrument. 

Poco is perhaps the most authentic 
synthesis of rock and country music, 
Creedence not excluded. 

It all was so down-home that even 
the/hyper Temple crowd was solidly 
relaxed when Poco walked off stage. 
It tok us 
It took us about 15 seconds before 
we got sentimental about them and 
realized that we wanted them back 
and could get them back. 

So the delayed ovation worked 
and Poco. returned for a 20-minute 
encore, And with everyone on their 
feet for the first time, the ener- 
gies were profuding. It's good 
to see Poco-music accepted so well. 

Bravo, Poco! Bravo, Temple!

You might as well try to get 
the Tuscaloosa BaptistCChurch Gospel 
Singers an audience at the Vatican. 

But times have changed. white 
kids, bored with the crass commer- 
cialism of radio rock and roğl, have 
searched for the real thing. Dag 
for the roots of their music. Which, 
of course, thrned out to be the 
black man's music. 


And black bluesmen have welcomed 
the appreciation, adulation and 
money of the wide, wealthy white 
audience. 

That's how an up and coming Chi- 
cago blues guitarist named Luther 
Allison came to play at the Main 
Ballroom of the University of Minn- 
esota's Student Union Wednesday. 

Allison is an excellent musician, 
a great performer and an Gutasight 
dude. But the gig was disappointing, 
for three reasons: 

THE PROMOTERS. We got to the gate 


an hour and a half late, but the man_ 
at the door demanded the full $1.50 
from each of the five of us. We 
didn't have it, and said so. Tough 
shit, he said. We were a newspaper 
here to review the concert, I told 
him. He didn't believe me. So we 
bummed ticket stubs from people who 
had paid, and he ended up with none 
of our money. 

"THE AUDIENCE. We gave our stubs 
To the kid at the door, and entered 
to find the massive cavern filled 
with people sitting quietly on the 


floor. It looked like a Freshman 
English lecture, except that on 
stage was 
THE BAND. They were tired, the bass 
player said later. 

Once, just once, it looked like 
the audience might generate the kind 
of energy a blues band needs to get 
it on. It vas the last song of the 
second set, and Luther had saunterod 
off the stage and 50 feet into the 
people (an old Buddy Guy trip). He 
paused in front of a lovely lady, 
got down on one knee and serenaded 
her with a lazy lead. 

As he stepped back on stage the 
band broke into "We'll be comin‘ 
round the mountain when we Come", 
and everyone stood up, hands clapp- 
ing and feet stomping. 

But the band took a 15-minute 
break which drained that bit of 
energy. Some left, some smokell 
dope, but when the last set started 
all asses were once again firmly 
glued to the floor. 

Luther played two songs, and sized 
up the situation: he was tired, the 
band was tired and the audience was 
tired. So he unravelled the 100-foot 
cord again, singing B.B. King's "The 
Thrill is Gond" as he made his way 
tovard the exit. As the kids picked 
up their back-to-school coats and 
prepared to return to their dormitory 
cubicles and crack the books, I 
couldn't help wondering if the thrill 
had been there at all.

By this time people were standing 
in the aisles and sitting on the 
floor. People from the North 
Country Conference had wandered over 
and met with some of the Wawena Com- 
mune people who were in town. To- 
gether with the local residents they 
made up an ideal audience. In spite 
of intense audience involvement the 
musicians were able “to reach all 100 
people without amplification. 

To finish off the night Calland 
Bill joined with Mary, Charley, and 
Buck. Out of the audience came Rod 
Belleville and Ellen Smith (of the 
Smith-Belleville Bluegrass Band) and 
completed a seven-piece orchestra 
comprised of the upper echelon of 
North Country musicians for the past 
ten years.

Police Shoot 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. (LNS) -- In this Souther 
city, policemen are talking in official tones 
about sniper fire and racial tensions, and 
whitewashing, with the full cooperation of thi 
press, the fact that one man, sixteen years 
old and black, was killed by their fire, and 
eight others wounded, all of them shot in the 
back, 


John Bellamy is dead, and the black com- 
mmity of Portsmouth has obtained 201 eyewitness 
accounts that what happened outside a local 
football stadium on Sept. 19 was unprovoked 
murder. 


This is their story: 


As a large crowd was leaving the football 
stadium, two young blacks began sparring for 
fun on the sidewalk, A group of spectators 


quickly gathered. The festive mood was abruptly 
ended when Portsmouth policeman Jerry Ennis got 
out of his car, approached the scene, and without 
warning began firing his gun into the air. The 
crowd broke and ran, Another group of cops came 
out of the stadium and opened: fire on the un- 
armed, fleeing crowd, The police also turned dogs 
loose on the people. Police gunfire was unpro- 
voked and indiscriminate, aimed primarily at 
spectators leaving the football game who had no 
idea what was going on.

The National Military Command Center

He then began to aid an 11 year 
old boy who had been shot; when the police saw 
this, they seized him and threw him into a po- 
lice car, 


The official reaction to the slaying and 
wounding of black people by police officers was 
typical. A six-hour investigation was conducted 
by Portsmouth"s Chief of Police, who then appeared 
on television to announce that the shootings 

were "justified," The killing occured because, 


When a city policeman kills someone in the 
line of duty," he is automatically suspended 
pending an investigation. Jerry Ennis, who shot 
and killed another black man in February of this 
year, and is known in the black community for 
being trigger-happy, has not been suspended. 
There vas no investigation after the earlier kill- 
ing, either. 


Angry blacks marched on the city courthouse 
the day after Bellamy's murder. They were met by 
police with shotguns and dogs; armed guards have 


been posted around the clock at both the city 
hall and the | station.

Approval of a resolution commending Ennis 
is being postponed until after the results of an 
"FBI investigation" are made known, This blue 
ribbon investigation will satisfy officials; it 
won't satisfy the black community, 


Establishment media reports’ of the city 
council meeting speak of the 9,000 white signatures 
gathered in support of Ennis, and about the guns 
and bullets that were sent to the FBI for analysis, 
The press made no mention of the larger petitions 
carrying the signatures of black people calling 
for Ennis" suspension, nor that the guns and 
bullets sent to the FBI were those used by the 
police in the attack that killed an unarmed 16- 
year-old on his way home from a football game,
